Fresh, ncwly-oquippad JJorth Koroma troop3 havo appeared in tho 
Korean fixating, and it has boon clearly established that Chincso 
Co:xaxnist troops arc also opposing U13 forcoa. Present field estimates 
arc that between 15,000 and 20*000 Chinese Communist troops organized 
in task force emits are operating in llorth Korea v/iiile the parent units 
remain in Kanchuria* Current reports of Soviet-type jet aircraft in 
the Antimgdfinuiju area indicate that tho USSR my bo providing at 
least lordotic air defense for the Hanchurian border* In addition, a 
radio broadcast of 31 October from the c :o rgeucy llorth Korean coital 
of hinuiju announced that a ’’Volunteer Corps for tho Protection of tho 
UuLho Hydroelectric Zone” has been formed to protect that area front 
tho advancing' HIT forces* Tho broadcast emphasised the importance of 
the Suiho hydroelectric system to the industries of T anchuria and 
pointed out that Chinese People’s Liberation Forces arc concentrated 
..dong the Kane durian side of tho Suiho aono* 


This pattern of events and rep rfcs indicates that Communist China 
has decided, regardless of the increased risk of general war, to pro- 
vide increased support and assistance to llorth Korean forces, Alt.ough 
the possibility can not be occluded that tho Chinese Comarunists, under 
eovriot direction, are committing themselves to full-scale intervention 
in Korea, their main motivation at present appears to be to ootablish 
a limited ” cordon sanitaire” south of tho Tain River. Primary objec- 
tives of the Chino so Cormunisto in attempting to establish such a no- 
nan’s land v;ould probably bo: (a) to guarantee security of the 
Ka ehurinn border from UIT forces which the Chinoso have labelled as 
invaders j and (b) to insure continued flow of elec tide power from tho 
vital Suiho hydroelectric system to tho industries of I’onchuria, The 
preceding considerations, which are of direct concern to Communist 
China, would also bo in line with tho gonoral desire to further inter- 
national Communism by helping tho Forth Koreans prolong their resist- 
ance.
